The latter part of yesterday -was 
spent principally, tiret in arguments 
pro and con on Judge Thornton's 
motion for a continuance, and second 
'n arguments ou tho admiesability of 
various points of evidence Bought to 
be introduced iu rebuttal. The ino- 
tioii for continuation was made on the 
ground that an important witness, 
Nellie WoodrniE, was unable, owing 
to sickness, to appear in court, aud 
that as the witness would testify that 
Mias Bond told her she had nothing 
against the defendants but suppoBi 
tion, and that the assault was made 
BO suddenly she could not tell who 
the parties were or what they looked 
like, her testimony was important 
and vital. Judu« Phillips overruled 
'he motion ou the ground that the 
testimony could only be used for the 
purpose of impeaching the testimony 
of the prosecuting witness, Miss 
Bond. The defense has proved a 
sttcng alibi for Montgomery, but 
whether that alibi will overcome the 
strength of Miss Bond's identifica- 
tion of Montgomery, is a question 
which worries tho defense. If thej 
couid impeach Miss Bond's testimony 
aojury could convict the defendants 
They failed in this, and now art- 
fighting at every vulnerable point of 
the evidence biimuiltfd in rebuttal. 
The nigh', sessiou last overling was 
spent in argument on the question 
of the stenographer at the prelimin- 
ary trial, for the purpose of impeach 
ing the testimony of Airs. John Mont- 
gomery. That is. States Attorney 
Dreouan made the stenographer "a 
witness in rebuttal, and asked him to 
read two or three questions and ans- 
wers given by Mrs. Montgomery at 
| the preliminary trial, the object be 
iug to contradict her testimony given 
at thin trial. Speech after speech 
was tnadr for and against the relia- 
bility of the stenographer's notes. 
The aourt decided this morning that 
the notes could bo in the prosecution, 
but all cf tbe testimony, and not a 
part given by 
Mrs. Montgomery

are still proceeding on the ofl'shoots 
of this question. The testimony of a 
number of witnesses at the prelimin- 
ary trial was admitted on the part of 
the prosecutiou, the object being, of 
course, to contradict the testimony 
given by the same witnesses at thin 
tiial.
